York courts, on Thursday, James Lowery. front 
Shelby county. Ky., who was on his way to Eug- 
laud, made complaint that on his arrival on the pre- 
ceding day. w hile looking for his baggage, he was 
accosted by a stranger, who volunteered to as.-i->t 
him in the tearch. The stranger soon found it, and 
immediately after, against Ix>wery's expressed wish- 
es, placed it on I cart aud drove off. Lowery fol- 
lowed the cart, which stopped in front of a ticket 
oflice on Cedar street, kept by Josiah Slover and 
Henry Smithers, wheti the baggage was put in the 
office. They, having found out Lowery's destina- 
nation. offered him a ticket, for w hich they charged 
f'Jo, which he purchased, tendering in payment a 
•tlO J bill, ar. l requesting the change in gold. Smitl - 
ers replied they would give him gold, and if he had 
more paper money they would change that also. 
Lowery then handed over £7 more in bills. Smith- 
ers immediately returned «!o8 Hi) in gold, wrapped 
up in paper, instead of $82, to which Low ery was 
entitled, remarking at the same time that he wished 
Lowery would not count his gold in the otHce, as an- 
other person was present who had paid more for his 
ticket than Lowery, and he would not like the form- 
er to know how much change was returned. Upon 
counting the money, and finding the deficit, Lowerv 
represented that there was a mistake of .*43 -*0. and 
deniauded his bills again.

The river has fallen nearly Hires inches since Fri- 
day night. Last evening there were 3 feet 8 inches 
water in the canal. Boats from below report from 
1/* to 5 feet water in the channel. The arrivals are 
very few. 

The Fashion arrived on Saturday night. She has 
been laid up. We are indebted to her attentive of- 
ficers for a memorandum. 

The hull of Capt. Sturgeon's new boat, the Diana, 
which was launched on Saturday, has l»een moored 
at the foot of Sixth street. The D. will be comple- 
ted there. 

On Thursday evening the steamer f^uincy, bound 
from Keokuk to St. Louis, encountered a severe 
storm of wind which csme very near denioli-hing 
her ladies' cabin. The gale struck her on the lar- 
Uiard side near the stern, and tore off all the roof of 
the rooms in the ladies' cabin on that side, and pass- 
ing round the stern, unroofed one or two of the rooms 
on the other side, as well as that of the hall back cf 
the cabin. No one was hurt. 

The New Orleans Picayune reports a sudden rise 
of MM twenty feet in Ked river, above Shreveport, 
by w hich the adjacent country was overflowed.

Tm: Dkatii ot Gwvxx P.u;k.— We published, 
on Saturday, the resolutions adopted by the mem- 
bers cf the bar of Louisville in relation to the 
death of their late associate Gwynn Page, Esq. He 
died at the White Sulphur Springs, in Yirgini.i, on 
the morning cf September 1st, after a limrering ill- 
ness. He died su-rou! ded by friends and a few near 
relatives. Mj\ Page was well known and much 
loved in Kentucky, which was his home for many 
years. He was a urntleman of the old school <>f 
politeness, unswerving geutility, and high-tninde 1 
and delicate sentiments of personal honor. He had 
reached the pride of manhood with an unblemished 
private and public reputation, beloved and honored 
by all who knew him. In his professional career 
he was emineuly siicces-fal: his strict integrity, 
his high-souled i.eaiing, and ids conscientious hones- 
ty as a lawyer won confidence, while his talents and 
learning gave hha t position at the bar NMMg our 
most celebrated advocates and made for him an in- 
fluence which would ha \e gratified the most ambi- 
HlM among his associate*. He wa<. as ha^ been 
acknowledged by his brother meiulters of the bar. an 
ex»in; lar iu the profession, and possessed the highest 
esteem of all who knew him well. Mr. Page was 
several times houored with a seat in the State Leg- 
islature, and discharged the duties of Speaker of 
the House of Representatives with eminent grace- 
fulness and ability, bin his ^reate-t ambition was to 
excel in his profession, and in this Le was success- 
ful. 

A few years ag., Mr. Page determined to seek 
Ids fortunes in California. He left Louisville ac- 
companied with the kindest wi-hes and hopes of a 
host of warm friends and admirers. He returned 
a fewjnonths ago broken in health and went to the 
White Sulphur Springs to recruit. He has there 
sunk down to Ml Utt rest amid friends and relations 
who mourn his loss in common w ith the many in 
this c ity who have received iu sincere sadness the 
intelligence of his death. Pew men have enjoyed 
in life a more enviable reputation and few are 
mourned in death by as many warm-hearted and 
sincere friends as Gwvnn Page. 



Tmk H»>e, Choi.kra. — The Henderson Commer- 
cial gives an account of the sad havoc made by the 
hog cholera in the Bend, near Henderson. Scarce- 
ly a farmer has escaped destruction among his stock. 
Many persons have lost every hog, loth young and 
old, and some have but two or three left to tell the 
devastation that has taken place. The symptoms 
are not those of the hog cholera, but more nearly re- 
sembling the quinzy. This disease cannot be at- 
tributed to strychnine, as there are no distilleries in 
the vicinity. A farmer in Perry county publishes a 
remedy which he says is effectual. He throws the 
suffering pig upon his back, forces open his mouth, 
and applies a small quantity of tar to the roots of 
the animal's tongue. He pronounces it a certain 
cure.

Money Matt tins. — The panic in the monev mar- 
ket seems to be far more severe elsewhere than it is 
here. However, reports of two suspensions weie 
current in this city on Saturday, but they are not 
large houses. 

Very unfavorable reports reach us from St. Loui«. 
The papers from that city mention no failures, but 
passengers who left there on Saturday report ti e 
suspension of half-a-dozen house-, among them a 
large grocery and commission firm. 

Telegraphs were received from New York on Sat- 
urday announcing that the Huguenot Bank at New 
Paltz, N. Y., and Bank of the South Countv, at 
Wahefield. R. I., had been thrown out in that city— 
the cause not stated. 

We publish in another column a list of faiures for 
the past week, as reported by the New York Inde- 
pendent. Several failures have since taken place, 
were announced by telegraph. Among them were 
the large manufacturing firm of Phillips, Allen, f 
Co., of Providence, R. L, whose prints are celebra- 
ted the world over, and Frederick G. Swan, a large 
dry goods merchant. 

We sae from our Cincinnati exchanges that the 
bankers there are not receiving at par any Ivistern 
money except those of the cities of New Yoik, 
Philadelphia, ISoston, Baltimore, and N'.-w Haven. 
I'pon the other Eastern notes they charge b percent, 
discount. The Illinois aud Wisconsin notes are 
bought by the same at 5 per cent, discount, but the 
Indiana specie-paving notes are but 1 per cent, dis- 
count. 

We learn that the bankers here have fixed the 
rate of Indiana and Ohio Strte Bauk notes at } per 
cent, discount: the old banks in Tennessee at 1, and 
the free banks in Tennessee and Indiana at i per 
cer.t. discount.

FOREIGN NEWS PER EUROPA. 
(.rent Britam.^Thv telegraphic news from the 
East had produced great gloom in London, and the 
funds had exjterieneed a further decline. We quote 

the money article in the l»udon Times of the 29th: 
"The apparently dis istrous conflict with the muti- 
neers before Aura >%;'.s the chief subject of regret, 
awl increased uneasiness was felt from the fact of ■ 
rising having been attempted at Hyderabad, where 
any serious movement might be likely to operate un- 
favorably on the Madras army. Consols for ■■■w 
opened at the closing quotations of Thursday. N t 
to and receded to 'J0^, at which they remained 
for some time, with a very flat appearance. Ulti- 
mately there were buyers at >0^ for money, while 
for the 9th of September last, the price was" 90">< to 
14. For the new account in October, transactions 
have been entered into at 90%." The foreign sto-.k 
market continued steady. 

The condition of the crops in England, Ireland, 
and Scotland was on the whole encouraging. In 
E 'gland, the wheat crop may be pronounced unusu- 
ally productive. The barlev crop is of unusual ex- 
tent, but will probably yiefd barely an average per 
acre. The oat crop is decidedly below its average 
productiveness. Pulse crops are for the most part 
inferior. Potatoes have promised better, but are 
more diseased than they have been for several years. 
The hay crop is goo*', and unusually well got. " Tur- 
nips are generally inferior. Mangel w urzels gener- 
ally good. In the south of England, nearly all the 
corn is carried, and shows a most satisfactory yield. 
In the midland districts harvest work has made 
great pro-re-s, and is daily extending northward-. 
In Ireland, since MM, there has not been so favora- 
ble a season as the present, and a week or so more 
of the brilliant weather we have had during Au- 
gust is all that is wanted to realize the prospect of 
an early and abundant harvest. There are no long- 
er any complaints of failure in the potato crop, the 
symptoms of blight which had shown themselves iu 
some localities in the course of last month having 
entirely disappeared. In Scotland, the harvest op- 
erations are now general, and the weather continues 
to be most favorable for hardening the grain. The 
crop will be an average one. Potato disease has 
shown it-elf in the north of Scotland, but is not 
likely to become am thing like general. 

The case of John Donerty, the failed produce 
broker, was brought liefoie the Liverpool police 
court. The charge was that he obtained two accep- 
tances of £2950 from Bingham & Co.. corn mer- 
chants, by falsely representing that a certain bill of 
lading which he presented was a negotiable instru- 
ment, when, in fact, a duplicate of it had previous- 
ly been deposited with Hubbard & Co., for another 
advance. Steering clear of technical questions 
raised by counsel, the magistrate said he should only 
look at the substantial matters disclosed, and held 
the prisoner for trial at the assizes, requiring bail in 
£2.000. 

The pleasure hunting of the royal family of Eng- 
land is the subject of criticism in the English pa- 
pers. 

The ^fas.<l(lcre at Caunpore. — We have nothing in 
the way of details as to this terrible transaction; but 
the London Times of August 28 describes Nena Sa- 
hib as the fiend who dragged 132 European fugitives, 
chiefly women and children, from boats on the Gan- 
ges to the parade-ground of Cawnpaore. and there 
murdered the whole in one helpless maps; and adds, 
that, ha\ ing a second opportunity of the same kind, 
he has made the same use of it. " At the date of the 
first affair it was said that he had a very large force, 
the nucleus l>eing a body of armed men, with artil- 
lery, though known to be a bitter enemy cf the 
British rule, and with what he considered a strong 
private grievance. After repeating the language 
of the telegraphic dispatch in regard to the garrison 
being obliged to surrender in consequent of famine, 
the Times says: 

We will own to a melancholy sati"faction in the thought 
that, by the brvach of this capitulation, we are now at lib- 
erty to deal with Nena Sahib according to all the laws of 
peace and of war. We should, indeed, be sorry to be un- 
der any obligation or in any sort of covenant with the de- 
lilserate murderer of more than a hundred women and 
children. It is difficult, indeed, to imagine how S'.r II. 
Wheeler, or the surviving eflicer in command, could . iu< r 
•:<!-! such a man or m to enter into term- with him. On 
this point wc hope to b>- better informed than we are. !'. it. 
however that may be, Nena Suhiti ha- released U4 from all 
obhgatiop; and if he, or one of his gang, cacupe the halter. 
It Mat only be because the bullet or the bayonet has been 
before-hand with it We truft that Kuglaud w ill syaM M 
cost of men or of money to vindicate juttiee and humauity 
upon the person of this savage and his myrmidons. Extra- 
ordinary crimes require extraordinary penalties; and, if we 
mean to sustain the ltritish rule of human nature .-. • I! in 
any wholesome seacc of that term, in Hindustan, we nm.-t 
make a .-Uual example of the men who have often .1 thr-c 
art n.ut- upon it. We occasionally hear whisi>ers about 
cheap sentiments of mercy and pity for those nieu. What- 
ever we may desire for their aoula, it U a plain mutter of 
business what we have to do with their bodies, and not ouly 
India, but the world, will be intolerable if we neUect our 
duty to them. Nothing else will tell on the Mahomedan 
or the Hindoo. For our religion, for our teaching unci 
preachine, they have an utter contempt. Fortunately they 
under-tand what it is to be hung, and have a particular ob- 
jection to it. Indeed, we have heard lately- some earnest 
remonstrance against the application of this process to per- 
sons ao keenly s-nsitive of its disgrace. That renders it 
peeularly adapted lor the purjioise. What we have to teach 
the follower*, of Mahomet and the worshippers of Visbu is 
that, whatever their creed or their caste, we tr.-at murder- 
ers as we do dogs, and in all moral respects rate them a 
good deal lower. 

Am< ng the military officers killed at Cawcpore, 
on the 24th of June, were Brigadier Jack, Col. Wil- 
liams, Col. Lindsay. Major Prout, Sir George Park- 
er, Col. Quinn, Lieut. Redman, Eusign Supple, 
Capt. Ilalliday. Cupt. Reynolds, Lieut, frola, 
Mr. Smith, Col". Eckford, Dr. Dempster, Capt. Jer- 
vis, and Dr. Challwin. 

At the battle of Agra, on the 5th of July, the 
following officers were killed: Capt. Thomas," Capt. 
Davby, Lieut*. Lamb, Pond, and Fellow e.-; and 
of the' civil service, Messrs. O'Connor, C. Horn, P. 
Horn, Carlton, Smith, Jordan, Pendergast, W hite- 
ray, Black, Burbank, Freere, (Jut ram. Oldrield, 
and Dewes. Capt. Bishop. Dr. Graham, and Rev. 
Mr. Hunter, wife and child, were massacred. Brig- 
adier Brind was wounded. 

The Times, of the 29ta , in an article on the 1 one 
sad subject that weighs upon every British bosom," 
trusts that nothing short of necessity w ill be allowed 
to limit the scale of the armament for the east. 
"We have not merely to reconquer strong positions 
and extensive districts, not merely to destroy some 
fifty regiments of treacherous and cowardly muti- 
neers, not merely to chastise and terrify into sub- 
mission independent princes, numerous contingents, 
crowds of irregulars, whole tribes of robbers and 
murderers, and a population naturally apt to side 
with the strong; but, more than all, we have to per- 
form in the eyes of the world, and for the benefit of 
the human race, a tremendous act of vengeance. 
England, religion, and civilization have received the 
most intolerable insult that Mahomedan fanaticism 
could devise in a systematic series of deliberate bru- 
talities on European women and children." 

The Times insists upon this and more. It de- 
mands that the outrages committed on the "women 
and unmarried girls who fell into the hands of the 
mutineers and populace of Delhi, who were carried 
in procession for hours through the chief thorough- 
fare of the city, with every horror that could de- 
grade them in the eyes of the people, previous to the 
last brutalities and "cruelties that then, in the sight 
of thousands, were perpetrated on them," shall be 
revenged; that not a stone of that city be left upon 
another; that "Delhi should for the future be only 
known in history as Sodom and Gomorrah." All 
Asia, the Times thinks, will be wiser for the exam- 
ple of the entire destruction of the Mogul empire. 

France — The Empress Eugenie at a Buil Fight. — On 
Sunday, the 23d of August, the Empress Eugenie 
visited" Bayonne to attend a bull fight in the Fau- 
bourg of St. Esprit, where these sports have been 
held for the last few years. The King of Wurtem- 
burg was also present at the humanizing amuse- 
ment, so dear to all Spaniards, and consequently to 
Her Majesty of the French. Two animals were 
killed, after undergoing the usual process of torture, 
to the apparent satisfaction of the amateurs, and as 
a similar pleasure was about to be afforded by a 
third buchery, a heavy thunder storm came on, at 
ouce interrupting the sport. A number of the 
spectators rushed for shelter to the gallery or plat- 
form where the musicians were stationed, which 
was, excepting the boxes occupied by dignitaries, 
the only spot covered in the arena. 

This structure, which was unusually fragile, 



to tearing up benches, breaking down barriers, and 
demolishing everything they could lav their hand> 
on. The Empress, whose sensibilities were only 
pleasantly affected by the inhuman torture of the 

bulls, became disgusted with the unexpected scene, 
and retired, but the rioters continued their uproar, 
.iii 1 troops had to be called on to disperse them. 

Whether the Empress will again patronize Sunday 
bull-fights is not stated. It is said that the Emperor 
is strongly opposed to them, and desires to introduce 
a more thorough observance of the SaMvath in 
France; but his wife is a strong-minded woman. 

In Paris, the liberty of the press is regulated by a 
Board of Government Directors, and it appears that 
this Board have ordered Monsieur the editor of the 
Assemble* National into his augit3t presence, and 
told him he must change the name of his pap>er. 
The editor had the liberty to comply, and he pre- 
sented a uew name for the" decision of the Govern- 
ment. In France, there is something in a name.

The appearance of the procession as it passed up 
Main street was brilliant. The splendid regalia of 
' the Knights, with their banners, badge*, and other 
' insignia, gave it a very lively appearance, and the 
number of old and distinguished citizens in the 
ranks attracted special notice. On arriving at Saint 
James Hall, the ranks ^vere reversed, the rear of the 
procession pa°sing first into the Hall, under an arch 
formed by the swords of the Knights, the band 
meanwhile playing. 

Sir Knight Viele announced the opening of the 
exercises by pra\er by Rev. Sir Knight (J. F. Star- 
key, Grand Chaplain." The prayer was simply the 
Lord's Prayer, recited by all the Knights, reverenti- 
ally standing v\ith doffed helmets. 

Sir Knight Rol*rt Morris, of Kentucky, then made 
the presentation address. It was an elegant and 
forcible statement of the feelings of the order toward 
the Hon. Win. B. Hubbard, M. E. Grand Master of 
Knight Templars in the United States. Mr. Morris 
said that at the triennial convocation at Hartford, 
last year, the Grand Master who had guided their 
action for nine years preceding had declined a re- 
election; but on the urgent solicitation of his breth- 
ren had reconsidered that declination, and allowed 
himself to assume the insignia of office for another 
term of three years. The speaker alluded in glow- 
ing terms to the affection which had so long existed 
between the Garnd Master and his subordinate En- 
campments, during a term of faithful service, in 
which he had received no reward save the Mason's 
wages, "the gratitude of the craft and the approval 
of G«d," as the motive wh'.ch had induced the 
Grand Encampment of the U. S. to order the pre- 
sentation of a houorariuin for long and d.stinguished 
services. This occasion, the meeting of the Grand 
Commandcry of New York, had been selected as 
the proper time for the fulfilment of that pleasing 
duty. 

In the course of his remarks Sir Knight Morris 
alluded eloquently to the history of the order, and 
especially to its Christian character, pledged to the 
maintenance of charity, hospitality, and chivalric 
masonry. He closed with these words: 

"The inscription upon the jewel is 'In Hoc Signo 
Vinces. Presented to Hon. William Blackstone 
Hubbard, M. E. Grand Master of Knights Templar 
of the United States. A testimonial from the Graud 
Encampment of the United States, ordered Septem- 
ber, 185C, A. O., 738.' 

"In Hoc Signo Vinces! Says it not well. Sfr 
Knights? No other name is given us under heaven 
whereby man may be saved but Hi.-! In this sign, 
through this emblem, by this symbol, thou shalt cwt- 
qutr. 

"In the name and by the command of the ML P.. 
Grand Encampment of the United States, I uow 
present you, M. E. Grand Master Win. B. Hubbard, 
with this Patriarchal Cross of gold. Accept it as 
an honest though feeble testimonial of our gratitude, 
and as a remembrance of the many wann and de- 
voted friends with whom, in your official cajiacity, 
you have been associated. 

"And may the Gracious Father of us all long up- 
hold you in a career of usefulness and happiness and 
ble<s* the labors of our valiant and magnanimous 
Order until all the nations of the world shall be the 
kingdoms of his Son!" 

The jewel thus presented is a Patriarchal Cross, a 
magnificent piece of workmanship, of solid gold, 
and has in the centre a diamond which cost $50. 
The cost of the whole was $300. It was manufac- 
tured bv Ayers, of New York, to the order of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, expressly 
for presentation to Grand Master Hubbard. 

After music, the most eminent Grand Master 
made a reply full of eloquent expressions of grati-^ 
tude for the "honor bestowed upon him. and replete ' 
with historical information of the organization of the 
Knights, of the relation subsisting between Templa- 
ry and Masonry proper, coupled with paternal ad- 
vice and exhortation to younger Masons. The spir- 
it of Christianity, of humble but confiding trust in 
Him whose syml>ol is the symbol of the Order, w.:s 
the most prominent feature in his appropriate and 
well-timed replv. 

When the Grand Master had resumed his seat, a 
testimonial was presented to Past Grand Command- 
er John W. Simons, of the New York Grand Com- 
mandery, by the hands of Sir Knight John L. Lew- 
is, Jr., of Penn Yan. The testimonial was a diplo- 
ma in the form of a beautifully illuminated cross. 
Both the speeches, of the bestower and the recipient, 
were eloquent and apposite to the event. This 
testimonial was ordered by the State Grand Com- 
niandery. 

The l*nediclion was then pronounced bv Rev. Sir 
Knight E. H. Cressey. 

A Plan to Clear the North River ok Hi:avv 
Ice.— Capt. A. H. Schultz is about to propose to the 
underwriters, shipping merchants, and owners of 
ferries plying between this city and adjacent places, 
a plan for keeping the North river free from large 
masses of ice during the coming winter. It is well 
known that all the ice obstructions in the East river 
and every part of the harbor are caused by the drift 
of extensive fields from the North river, so that if 
the ice in that ktream can be thoroughly chopped up 
on its way down, not only the river will be rendered 
navigable during the winter, but all the water about 
the city will lie kept open. Capt. Schultz offers to 
do this for the sum of about $50,000, with the pro- 
viso that he shall not get any of the monev unless 
he performs all that he promises. Should the requi- 
site amount be subscribed by the parties interested, 
he will fit out four steamboats especially for the busi- 
ness, and keep them in constant use. or in readiness 
for it whenever occasion requires. He does not pro- 
pose to cut the ice, for much of it is so thick as to 
defy separation in that way, but to break it into frag- 
ments by the weight of the boat, which is brought 
to bear upon it by means of a false bow constructed 
in the shape of a table spoon, extending for some 
distance beyond the real bow, and having the effect 
to slide the boat upon the ice until it breaks beneath 
the weight. This plan has been successfully tried 
on several boats owned or commanded by Capt. 
Schultz. With the four boats he hopes to be able to 
crush the field ice as fast as it forms in the North 
river, and to disperse it whenever it freezes over 
again in the other waters above the city.

Dr.. CaXUS— He professes .Sectiision to Mnil, ami 
/'Itiiosephl- fiUy Seeks Ketlretntnt. — Now that Mrs. 
Cunningham has succeeded in getting her right to 
bail acknowledged, the inquity has l>een raised, 
what is to Income of Dr. C'atlin, and is he not ajaa 
to be aet free? On the first discovery of the "bab v 
fraud. ' it will be recollected, he turned State's evi- 
dence, since which time he has been detained in the 
Tomb- as a witness, keeping himself very secluded 
and seeing little company. In consequence of this 
aversion which he has manifested toward exliibitin- 
himself to gratify the curiosity .f the public, all 
■Nta of rumors have been circulated almut his hav- 
ing made startling disclo.-ures to the Di-trict Attor- 
ney touching the whole history of the yet undevel- 
oped Uurdell mystery. 

These rumors' it is* sc»celv necessurv to sav, are 
entirely without foundation. Dr. C'Htliii has not con- 
fessed to the District Attorney that he personated 
!>urdell in the marriage, or that he knows an\ thing 
al>out the murder, lie is detained in the Tombs 
merely as a witness in l*ehalf of the State against 
Mrs. Cunningham in the matter of the attempt to 
produce a bogus baby. Neither is it true, as our 
reporter is authorized to state, that the District At- 
torney permit* no one to see him. On the contrarv, 
auy proper person is now, and has been, so far as 
the District Attorney is concerned, allowed to visit 
hira at all seasonabfe hours; but Dr. Catlin himself 
is not anxious to receive ^ isitors. 

The truth is, the Doctor is someth ing of a philoso- 
pher, and, like all philosophers, he appreciates the 
t>eaelit<, and even the necessity, at certain critical 
periods of life, of retiring for a while from the tu- 
mult and bustle of the world, and indulging in a 
retrospective glance at the past. One of tliose criti- 
< al periods he freely acknowleilges has arrived in 
his case; and, having found himself in a comforta- 
ble cell in the Tombs, instead of resorting to the 
h tl.eas corpus, and getting some friend to bail him 
out, so that he may the more publicly expose hira- 
nK, he calmly sits down on his wooden stool, lights 
hi- fragrant Havana, and, while he watches it- 
curling vapors, indulges in profitable meditation 
upon the sinfulness of man, the artfulness of woma 
and the funny and foolish 



tuckv Horticultural Society, in order to insure a fair 
degree of protection to the orchard, the kitchen, aud 
gavea, Iwth in the national exhibition juit 
closed and in all future local exhibitions by the S. 
W. A. Society, did propose, on certain conditions, to 
aid in the ereciion of such a building — but this pro- 
position was declined, so that the Horticultural So- 
ciety stands unpledged, though ready to act when- 
ever such action promises to result in good. The 
Kentucky Horticultural Society is not an endowed 
in.-titution, and for being free from debt, with a 
small fund at interest, it is indebted to the prudence 
and economy of a small band of faithful friends and 
the liberality of fortuitous visitors at its weekly and 
stated exhibitions in Louisville. So that whatever 
is done by either local Society, must be done through 
the agency of private munificence, and the who'e 
matter resolves itself into this: "What is the best di- 
rection for the donor to give to his bounty with a 
view to promote the interests of the community 
whereof he is a member?" 

One method suggested is to purchase and transfer 
to the S. W. A. & hi. Association, the purchasers to 
have scrip for the amount. This is objectionable; 
first, because it increases the free tickets or dead- 
ImbBj thereby lessening revenue. And, again, be- 
cause it does n3t secure the co-operation of the Hor- 
ticultural Society, whose aid is probably necessary 
to turn the building to good account. 

Another mode of action spoken of is to purchase 
the buildings and donate them unconditionally to the 
Agricultural Society. This course I think still more 
objectionable, l>ecause there can hardly exist a rea- 
son why the man vho adds $50 to the value of the 
grounds to-day, should have fewer privileges than 
he who lias only added $50 to their value up to this 
date. In truth, among all the schemes I have heard, 
yours, with some modifications, seems most prolific 
in advantages — which is the endowment of the Ken- 
tucky Horticultural Society bv the purchase of life 
memberships. My Indief is that the wants of Lou- 
isville and vicinity demand a ch inge in the manage- 
ment of our local Agricultural Society. Cattle and 
mules — interests which are not of us or with us — are 
too much courted and flattered in our schedules of 
premiums, whilst the great local interest — manufac- 
tures, the kitchen gaplen and the orchard — are 
slighted and ignored, and I doubt the .q>eedy com- 
ing of any change for the lietter, unless those direct- 
ly concerned take the matter in hand. 

In cities, fruits aud garden vegetables, are article* 
of prime necessity. Among the world of fanners 
they occupy secondary positions, to be cared for only 
when the staples of revenuu for the husbandman de- 
mand nothing at his hands. And this low e-timate 
of the orchard prevails in even liberal communities. 
Thus, in Missouri, w here a single society dispenses 
*Hi,000 in premiums, and gives to individual ani- 
mals in some classes three hundred silver dollars, if 
a Hovey, a Walker, or a Wilder should compete in 
the orchard department w ith a contribution of four 
hundred varieties of the pear, and if either should 
compete successfully, why his lalajrs would be re- 
warded by the bestowmetit of the pit ful sum of live 
hundred cojiper iteU! 

Argument, when we need action, is out of place. 
I therefore proceed to my modification of your plan, 
which is: That Isaac Everett. Iienj. J. Adams, Ja*. 
•Guthrie. Will. Watkins, Thomas II. Hunt, K. D. 
Hobbs, and Arthur IVter, l»e a committee to take 
subscriptions of shares of fifty dollars each, one 
-hare to l>e worth a life nieml»ership in the Keutuc ky 
Horticultural Society. The books to lie kept open 
until a fund ba raised which wil'. not ouly secure the 
hall but also the ■Ilarri.-on Grove," if to be bought 
at u fair price. I know several gentlemen in the 
country who will give fifty dollars for the latter ob- 
ject, ana one farmer ha.- named Llie sum of live hun- 
dred dollars. With how much more reason ought 
we to calculate on Louisville for 1 his aid, if, as it 
should be, these grounds were kept open for summer 
drives from the city. Another privilege might be 
held out as an inducement to the wealthy to invest, 
to-wit: the privilege, under sanction of "a board, to 
erect a light pavilion in the grove for his exclusive 
use whenever one individual held ten shares or 
more. 

These are simple suggestions, and whether the 
donors endow the Horticultural Society, who.-e incli- 
nations would lead them to favor the objects pro- 
posed, or whether they endow the Agricultural S.>- 
ciety, constraining the same by covenant to extend 
the proper patronage to the same objects, I shall be 
satisfied. There mun be a perfect Mimtandinfj 
and the most cordial o (K >d will between all concerned 
to MM success, and if this result crowns our ef- 
forts. I am indifferent as to the road bv which we 
reach an end so desirable. A MEMBEfi. 
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■Why ►hould I wish to get out," says he; 1 
• haracter is gone, my busbies.- in HrookKu is bro- 
ken up; my wife has left me: I have neither money 
nor friends, and I do not care to expose myself to 
the deri-ion of my enemie-". llesides, I have long 
had a desire to live for a time tlie life of a re- 
t '.u-e, and ahhough the Tombs is not the most de- 
sirable place in the world, yet I am well treated 
here, aud do not rind it at all uncomfortable. No, 
>ir. 1 have not made any efl'orts to u'et bail, and 
-ball not. 1 don't know that I could ,»t bail if I 
would, and I am certain 1 wouldn't if l could. I 
•hall remain here, contented, until I have given my 
-vidence in the case for which I am detaiued as a 
witness, and then I intend to start immediately for 
Australia. 

The Doctor was taken before the grand jury yes- 
teiday, it being the first time he has been outside 
the Tombs since his incarceration.

Cincinnati, Sept. 12, P. M. 
following important information regarding 
the Trust Comj>anv i- given in the monev article of 
the Commercial this morning. It has produced a 
great sensation: 

A good deal has been said, and some indignation 
manifested, because tbe directors have not. up to 
the present time, made anv statement of the affairs 
of the New York office. The directors here are now 
(and we speak advisedly) about as ignorant of the 
affairs of that office as they were the day after the 
suspension took place. And we should regard it as 
a most difficult thing for them to make a statement, 
when they have nothing to state. They appointed 
a committee composed of two of our well-known 
citizens to iuvestigate the affairs of the New York 
office. 

When that committee arrived in New York, it 
found the accounts of the office in the greatot 0OB> 
fusion, and Mr. Lmllow, the cashier, refused to give 
auy information whatever, so as to enable the com- 
mittee to arrange the accounts. In thus refusing, 
he said he was acting under advice of counsel. lie 
since, however, has condescended to impart a little 
information; but, as a general thiug, tiie committee 
has to open a correspondence with the creditors and 
debtors in order to enable them to trace out the ac- 
counts. 

This course is necessarily tedious, and progresses 
made so far throw no light whatever upon the true 
state of matters, and the w hole affair still presents as 
dark and gloomy an appearance as at any time ateet 
the suspension. These facts, based as they are upon 
the most reliable information, show e'early that the 
accounts of the New York office are in the most mis- 
erable condition, and the greater portion of them, 
no doubt, for the last few months, have been kept in 
the shape of memorandums.

shooting a night-bird that had, on many previous 
occasions, perched on the roof of the building, and, 
as he was fixing on a can, the hammer fell, the gun 
went off, and wounded the unfortunate Mr. Fran- 
cis. This is the account given of the occurrence in 
the declarations embodied m the preliminary exami- 
nation conducted by the Governor in relation to the 
event. A copy of it i« hereby transmitted, in order 
that the Minister mav have a full knowledge of the 
circumstances. 

From the representation of the Governor, the 
wound received by Mr. Francis is a very serious 
one, and likely to"re?ult in death. Extremely pain- 
ful would it prove to the Government of Ecuador 
should this unfortunate occurrence be attended by 
such a result. For the purpose, therefore, as much 
as in its power lie*, of warding off such a con- 
summation, and of thus paying a tribute to science, 
giving a proof of the estimation in which the citi- 
zens of the great Republic are held, it has issued or- 
ders to the Governor of the Province of the East to 
spare no expense or sacrifice in endeavoring to save 
the precious life of the distinguished American 
naturalist, as w ill l>e seen. Mr. Minister, from the 
copy which you will find enclosed by this Depart- 
ment. 

The following extract from a despatch received on 
the 4th inst., from the Minister of the U. 8. in Ecua- 
dor, and dated July 17th, appears to preclude the 
idea that the deathof Mr. Francis was the result of 
a duel: 

'T now learn by letters from Messrs. Moore and 
Geo. C* Edwards that, after suffering intensely for 
some two months, Dr. Francis died of his wound on 
the 15th of June. Mr. Moore pursues the object of 
the exploration alone, and has proceeded down the 
Maranon and Amazon rivers."
